A large audience comprising all of 
the students, neveral alumni, and la 
dies and gentlemen from Faculty Row 
and town enjoyed Professor Hotohkiss, 
account of " A Summer in Germany," 
Friday evening. The Professor con- 
lined himself chiefly to a discussion of 
the system, or rather want of system, 
of athletics in Germany. In all his 

three months' tour, he did not, once see 
a STOOp. of boys engaged at, those 
spoils for which boys are generally 
supposed to havo an unconquerable 
penchant, doming to one ol the nil 
melons large plazis, instead of find 
ing it covered with a rollicking, whoop- 
ing crowd of boys, as would be the 
case in America, he would see only a 
few bandy legged, pale faced, stunted 
creatures, in clumsy " table top " bats, 
knee breeches und heavy top boots, 
■trotting about with little (MOSS in 
their hands. On several occasions be 
did see the pupils of the gymnasiums, 
or schools, under the supervision of 
teachers, going IbruOgh the motions 
of a game of foot -ball or cricket in a 
listless manner, which showed that 
they played because they were com 
polled to, and not because they enjoy 
ed the sport. On one of these occa 
sions Angell, who graduiitid with 
high honors from the Kendall foot, 
ball and base ball clubs, look sides in 
a game of cricket, and by scoring an 
unprecedented number ol hits, gained 
a reputation which DS lost, in a mbso 
qiient. game by being bowled "ill on 
the first throw.
